Men ever since have 
realized that statuary of this type 
is at its best only against classic 
simplicity. 

Moving northward into a. more 
austere atmosphere physically, 
and entering into the profoundly 
religious feeling which permeated 
the development of the Middle 
Ages, we come upon the pointed 
architecture—usually. called 
Gothic—crystallized in magnifi- 
cent cathedrals, of whose heaven- 
piercing spires nd high-arched 
windows the northern pine tree is 
the prototype. Here the sculptors - 
had to adapt their representations 
of the human form to the new 
architectural requirement, elonga- 
ting their austere saints to suit 
the columnar effect of their set- 
ting.

I have met a number of men 
who budget their finances, but 
seldom do I meet one who bud- 
gets his time. Why is this? 

We don't realize how valuable 
@ personal time record can be to 
us. Some of the most successful 
college students I know allow a 
regular and definite amount of 
time for each study. They work 
against a time schedule and find 
they accomplish much more than 
if they go from one study to an- 
other haphazardly. If you work 
every day and wish to get time 
for study you will find it profit- 
able to chart the hours of the 
whole waking day and in the 
space allowed for each quarter- 
hour mark down what you expect 
to do. At wight compare this 
with what you actually did. A 
week or two of record will soon 
reveal to you where your time 
goes and show you whether you 
could use some of it to better 
advantage. If you would like a 
copy of such a personal time rec- 
ord blank which I prepared for 
a class of adult students, just 


‘write me and I shall be glad io 


send you one without cost. 

After you study a chepter of 
text, close the book and see how 
mapy of the principal points you 
can repeat aloud. Then open 
the hook and count all the prin- 
cipal points. Divide the total 
points by the number you repro- 
duced correctly and the quotient 
will be your percentage of. ef- 
ficiency ip learning. For in- 
stance, if there were twelve im- 
portant points in the lesson and 
you remembered nine, your ef- 
ficiency would be %12 or 75 per 
cent.

7. Fix important ideas. Your 
mind is somewhat like a photo- 
graphic film. You expose it to 
a pew idea and an impression is 
made.

Sim- 
ilarly, unless you do something 
to fix the idea ip your mind, the 
impression is lost. We have a 
phrase in pedagogy which ap 
plies here: “With no expres- 
sion there is no impression.” So 
express what you have just 
learned. Tell some one.

asked little Johnny question 


about the lesson, he asked her 
in return: 

“Don't you know?” 

“Yes,” she answered. 

“Then why do you ask me?”

The previous suggestions about 
using your pencil as you study 
will help fix “ideas. In addition, 
try to visualize .the illustrations 
in the text-book—not on'y the 
pictures but the concrete exam- 
ples used to explain the princl- 
ples. Try to see these in your 
mind’s eye as you review the les- 
son to yourself. Fix important 
ideas. 

8. Overcome obstacles. I 
would fail to be helpful if I did 
not reccgnize obstacles to study 
which many students meet. Here 
are some: 

(1) Nolses. Of course, a 
nolse doesn't bother if it does 
not get your attention. And if 
you are very much interested in 
your study you won't notice sur- 
rounding noises. Theodore 
Roosevelt cou'd study in a room 
where others were tusseling and 
noisily playing. He preferred 
study to play at the time. It is 


’ possible to become so interested 


in study that noises do not dis- 
turb. We have spoiled ourselves 
by allowing ourselves to think 
absolute quiet is necessary to 
study. 

(2) Stray thoughts. This ob- 
stac'e was well described thus by 
a student: 

*T have trained myself so that 
ordinary noises about me do not 
disturb me in study, but I find 
my greatest difficulty is the stray 
and straggling thoughts awak- 
ened by the material I am study- 
ing. Theses keep recurring and 
seek for recognition.” 

Some stray thoughts may be 
worth more than the thought 
given by the author of the text 
studied. The glory of an author 
is to make a reader think. As 
soon as we think we stray from 
bis words. Instead of worrying 
about his straying thoughts this 
student should stop just long 


enough to decide whether it is. 


more valuable to follow the stray 
thought at once or stay with the 
author. As soon as he decides 
the text is more worth while the 
stray thought leaves the mind. 
Again it is a question of genuine 
interest.

Perhaps this student mfeans he 
cannot memorize ag in 
any case he is probably mistaken. 
Adults learn some things much 
easier than children. As a mat- 
ter of fact, we constantly tell 
children, “You will learn that 
when you grow older.” 

Here's an illustration: Jack 
Ross was a Sl-yearold cowboy. 
He studied horses. He rode in 
rodeos and won a string of prizes. 
He never complained about the 
difficulty of studying riding or 
roping. Imagine a child or a 
city cousin trying to learn a new 
horse trick which Ross was 
stadying! Then Ross was 
thrown at a rodeo and broke six 
ribs. His riding was over.. He 
had to learn a new occupation 
and turned to radio.

‘Ray after one or two treatments. 


Another reason why the average patient 
is compelled to take a series of corrective 
treatments or adjustments, as the chiroprac- 
tor calls them, is the fact that the muscles 
have, in the first place, been responsible for 
the misplacement of the vertebrae. 


Muscles contract wherever inflammation 
is present and contracting muscles being at- 
tached to bones, these bones are drawn 
slightly out of position.

For instance, a good cartoonist could 
make an exceedingly funny drawink of 
heartburn, or an upset stomach, or a tongue 
that was tied, or legs that were “bowed,” or 
a bad cold. 


There is so little accuracy in expression 
and thought, one wonders why an other- 
wise intelligent public is so frequently 
duped in the purchase of useless drugs and 
vicious surgery. 

Take, for instance, the first of these com- 
mon complaints—heartburn. 

You can take my word for it that the 
heart never burns up. Its temperature sel- 
dom or never goes beyond the temperature 
of the rest of the body. Nevertheless, that 
is the common expression. 


Text books do not reveal any such dis- | 


ease known as heartburn. There is no 
pathology in which the heart either raises 
in temperature or gets burnt to cinders, 

Practically every case of heartburn real- 
ly ought to be labeled “stomach and esoph- 
agus-burn” if the average person under- 
stood what an esophagus is. 

What is commonly understood to be 
heartburn is usually hydrogen sulphide gas 
generated from decomposed material in the 
stomach, ascending up the esophagus and 
being belched through the mouth. 

Hydrogen sulphide is a foul-smelling gas 
which has quite an affinity with water. As 
it extracts the water from the mucous mem- 
brane tissue lining the esophagus, it gives 
the sensation of heartburn. 

The proximity of the esophagus to the 
heart transmits the sensation to the cardi- 
ac area. 

The heart itself is seldom affected by 
heartburn except in so far as the gas pres- 
sure in the stomach may be so great as to 
press up against the diaphragm which, in 
turn, compresses the sphere of heart action 
and consequently prevents the full, normal 
heart-beats. 

Hydrogen sulphide gas is a product of a 
double action—the overloading of the stom- 
ach with decomposing protein substances 
plus a catarrhal and inflammatory condition 
of the stomach walls. 

The digestive juices whose function is to 
decompose the concentrated proteins have 
either lost their stremgth or are over or 
under-concentrated, depending upon the 
type of infl€Aammation present. 

The result is that decomposition sets in 
and one of the byproducts of this form of 
decomposition is hydrogen sulphide gas. 

The solution to the problem of heartburn 
is most assuredly not via the “heroic” dos- 
age of alkaline salts. You can dope your- 
self with soda from 1 until doomsday 
and you will never succeed overcoming 
heartburn. 

The solution 
namely: 

(1.) Stop using the meat and animal pro- 
teins as foods. 

(23.) Don't overload the stomach. It 
would be better to eat a small quantity of 
any som of food several times a day than 
the large quantities embodied in the 
“three squares per day.” 

(3.) Give the poor, overworked digestive 
system a rest and permit the inflamed tis- 
sues to heal. When the stomach and in- 
testines function normally, then they will 
secrete the fluids which can cope with the 
foods you put into them. 

This is a much saner sulution for heart- 
burn than the current drug. store “reme- 
dies” so weed.

Im other districts we shall generally find 
the water consumed for drinking purposes 
charged with alkali or other minerals highly 
injurious, met enly to the thyroid gland &- 
self, but also te genera! health.

We could 
not reach them over land as we hoped, and 
the new ice had grown so heavy during the 
night that we could not help them in that

Next morning about ten Nada returned 
with four of the other sleds. The new 
Greenlanders were met with the same 
heartiness, given lighted pipes even before 
we introduced ohe another. The most im- 
portant of the newcomers was the .Nalagak 
(head man) of the settlement. Hijalmar, 
Nada'’s older brother: the others were Ma- 
nasse, a strong young trapper; and two 
boys, Imil and Odin. 

It Was arranged that 
Jivakoy, one of our 
company, and Manas- 
se should try to reach 
our seven comrades in 
the ravine. As there 
Was no particular rea- 
son for any of us stay- 
ing ow the island, we 
all drove back in the

That afternoon five bear hunters on sleds 
came to Utorgarmiut from a settlement on 


'™ the Angmagealik Fjord, and the captain de- 


cided that we would drive back with them 
the following day to Angmagesalik. We be- 
Heved that this was also the name of the 
district's chief settlement, while the original 
fame for the bay, Tasiusak, was always 
used here. 

On account of our misunderstanding re 
garding Angmagesalik and Tasiusak, the cap- 
tain with the sailors Ole, Erik and Alfred, 
as well as hunter Kristensen, got no fur- 
Ptther next morning than the settlement 
Kungmitut on the east side of Angmagsalik 
Fjord. The Greenlanders knew perfectly 
well that the fjord ice was cut up by cur 
rents but they thought that the captain 
wanted to go only that far. 


Most of us found lodgings in Hjalmar's 
house. Some crept into thelr sleeping bags, 
which had been laid out on the loft, while 
the rest of us lay on the floor. Although 
there were altogether nearly twenty people 
in the room, I slept like a log that night. 

Our comrades from the ravine arrived 
next afternoon thoroughly frozen through. 
But they soon thawed. 

Then about seven or eight o'clock that 
evening, a tumult arose throughout the set- 
tlement. The dogs howled and violent bark- 
ings from the distant ice answered. 

Strange sleds were coming, but it was im- 
possible to tell where they came from, as 
@very one was talking at once. Finally we 
made out that it was the five Angmagealik 


sleds which had turned back because they

It all went

Knadson, one of our rescue party. He re 
ported that the party, after a very difficult 
journey where they had been obliged to 
leave the sleds and most of their provisions 
halfway. had on the thirteenth, the same 
day we met Nada, come to a little settle- 
ment, Ikerasak, and then finally arrived at 
Cape Dan. Madsen and Tutein were still 
there with bad frost bites, and it was from 
there that the fourteen sleds came which 
had been sent to fetch us. . 


They had been driving all day, had been at 
Puisak and also on Nunakitit to see & we 
were there. But as it was already dark they 
stopped in at Utorkarmiut to pass the night. 
Next day they were to continue their search 
for us. 

Now we were together again and safe 
under roof after our long journey. It was a 
festal evening in Hjalmar’s The 
Cape Dan people were hungry, and for them 
we dished up the last of our sled provisions. 

As there was danger of a shortage of food 
in the little settlement of Utorkarmiut, Lieu- 


other Greentantiders, with 


tenant Roatack-Jensen decided that we had 
better set out for Angmagsalik the day after 
the arrival of the men from Cape Dan. 

So on the morning of November sixteenth, 
the fourteen Cape Dan sleds and a couple of 
teams from Utorkarmiut stood ready to take 


us to the goal of our desires. We were only 
fourteen in all, but they gave us a couple of 
pack-sleds to carry our luggage, which was 
too heavy for the narrow riding sleds. 

The going was excellent and we dashed 
along swiftly. We had already made eleven 
miles in little over two hours and the dogs 
showed no signs of fatigue although they 
had held steadily to their pace. Just about 
then the Greenlanders noticed a couple of 
dark spots on the snow which grew larger 
so quickly that we also could soon see them 
and recognize them as sleds. 

It turned out to be hunter Kristensen 
with a message from Captain Bistrup. The 
captain told us that. owing to the misunder- 
standing of which I have already spoken, he 
had come no further than Kungmiut, where 
the rest of us would not be particularly wel- 
come, as the food was scant. After a lengthy 
argument with the Greenlanders, the Utor- 
karmiut folk insisting we should turn back 
with them, and the Cape Dan men equally 


-determined that we should go on, the lieu- 


tenant arranged a compromise by deciding 
that we would go to Kulusuk. 


Our leader Henning now set his course to 
the south toward Cape Dan. The going 
was good as long as we kept between the 
big islands but when, that afternoon, we got 
out to the north of Erkiligariek we passed a 
belt of pack ice which put our acrobatic 
ability to the test. 

We had two or three hours of the difficult 
going in the pack ice and then got out 
again on to smooth ice with a light covering 
of snow. Here we started off at a spanking 


pace, while Joyous shouts were exchanged as 
the sleds passed one another.

We #008 saw by the behavior of the 
that we were searing our jourtey'’s ead. The 
string stiffened im the traces and 
dashed ahead at the best speed they could 
muster. Shortly after we drew up to the 
heuse of Curate Abelsen in Kulusuk. Our 
two comrades there, Madsen and Tutein, 
could only just hobble round with difficulty 
on thelr poor frozen feet. 

At first we were quartered in the school 
and meeting room, where a platform had 
been built. There was room for sixteen 
men there, but for the moment that question 
did not interest us, at least not when the cu- 
rate’s wife sent in great stacks of white 
and rye bread with butter and hot tea. We 
were right hungry after our drive, and then, 
as during most of our three weeks.on Cape 
Dan, we felt as if our stomachs were bot 
tomless pits which would never, never be 
filled up again. . 

Later Curate Abelsen arranged that some 
of us should find lodgings in the native 
houses. Eight volunteered to move out, and 
did not repent their choice. We became 
better acquainted with these sweet-natured 


primitive beings, in a month of living at 
close quarters with them, than we could 
have done by years in their country under 
other conditions. 

On November twenty-second, a north wind 
drove the ice far enough out of Angmagsalik 
Fjord to permit the curate to send eight 
kayak rowers to Tasiusak to announce our 
coming visit and to bring back provisions. 
The kayak men brought back much food and 
tobacco with a hearty letter of welcome 
from Administrator Petersen. 

We had communication with Tasiusak by 
kayak several times before we succeeded in 
pulling out ourselves. We learned that Cap- 
tain Bistrup had,reached the colony on No- 
vember twenty-sixth, the first of us to get 
through, and that he was lodging with Pas- 
tor Rosing. 


The four sailors who had been in Kung- 
miut with the captain were also in Tasiusak. 
They were domiciled in the so-called “Cas- 
tle,” the first Mission and Trade Building. 
which had also housed the pastor and the 
administrator until separate homes had been 
erected for them. 

We had been told that we could start so 
many times that we had grown a bit skep- 
tical. Our chance came finally on Decem- 
ber thirteenth. But as the wind blew briskly 
we had to use the little sailing boat and four 
of us remained behind to follow when the 
weather permitted the use of the women's 
boat. 

Early that morning the other twelve set 
out for Numakitit Skerry, which was free 
of ice on its seaward side, so that we could 
get the boat into the water. Here we bade 
farewell to Curate Abelsen, and set our 
course toward Angmagsalik Island. 

We thought we might not be able to sail 
further than Tasiusarsik where Commander 
Holm’s old winter quarters were still in a 
good state of preservation. But when we 
had reached the place, we found that the 
ice had drifted out and that we could keep 
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om to King Ocecar’s Marbor, where we finally 
hung up on the edge of firm tee, a scant 
mile or so from the colony. 

Althouwkh the dusk was falling, the Green- 
landers had already seen us and swarmed > 
out to help. With so much assistance, it 
was easy to haul the heavy oak boat on the 
ice and then into a little cove. 

Angmagealik’s young head priest, Pastor 
Peter Rosing, and Trade Assistant Hoegh, 
both West Greenlanders, came out on the ice 
to meet us with a number of other sled — 
drivers. We went back with them at a 
spanking pace and in the “Castle,” which 
was to be our home, we met our four sailors, 
who seemed all in good health and spirits. 

The last four men arrived from Kulusuk 
the following day. And now all twenty-one 
ofus were together again, safe in this 
friendly. harbor, and our long troublous 
Northeast Greenland trip had come to an 
end. Our sojourn in Tasiusak and the jour- 
ney back to Denmark should be a new chap- 
ter, only indirectly connected with ouh faith- 
ful old Teddy. 

Our long term of waiting for a ship was 
not always amusing. 
The winter months 
passed slowly for 
those of us who had 
nothing to do. There 
was little hunting in 
Taslusak and our 
men, bored with 
watching for seal or 
catching greyfish, 
often longed for the 7 
rich game of North 
east Greenland. 

Naturally our ship- 
wrecked company 
looked forward to the 
summer with tense 
expectancy. Should 
there be no ship, as 
might happen, it 
would go hard with | 
some of us. 

On May  twenty- 
eighth, much earlier 
than usual, we saw a 
sealer six or eight 
miles off the land and 
evidently canght in 
the ice, drifting past 
Sermilik. We could 
not get near her, and 
the same was the case 
with several other 
vessels, evem though 
they lay but fifteen to 
thirty miles out in the 
close-packed ice belt. 

Finally, early on the 
morning of June nine- 
tenth, we saw a ship 
working her way in 
toward the coast. It was neither the Ger- 
trud Rask nor the Good Hope, so it must be 
a Norwegian. Probably Schellerup—he 
steered so confidently toward the narrow 
opening of the harbor. And so it proved. 
At two o'clock the Quest, Shackleton’s old 
ship, lay anchored off the colony.

who were bound north to Scoresby Sound 
and regions thereabouts to search for the 
Annie, wanted to put to sea again as soon as 
possible. But it was noon of the next day 
before we could all be got together and by 
that time the ice was packed in so close to 
the land that we hardly thought a start at 
all possible. But Schellerup was ready to go < 
and believed that the stromg current off ~ 
Cape Dan would get him out into open water 
quickly: 

I shall not try to describe that day of fare- 
well. Most of us were sorry to leave the 
colony, where some indeed would have gliad- 
ly stayed on. The Greenlanders, who had 
come in from all the settlements, were 
equally depressed. 

We were really almost relieved when the 
Quest's engine began to move about eight 
o'clock that evening, and we salled slowly 
out of the harbor followed by thirty kayaks. 
We steamed slowly past the low hills where. 
our friends crowded, waving a last good-by 
and an au revoir! And now, almost ten 
months from the time the Teddy was first 
beset, we were actually on our way home.

Hobby for Flowers Is 
Source of Profit 


PASADENA.—When horticulture as 4 
side-line is successfully done it is always 
interesting. George Allen of Orange Grove 
avenue has had a delightful venture in 
chrysanthemums. — 

Mr Allen always liked plants and plant- 
ing, and, like every Californian, tried grow- 
ing them first In his back yard. But the 
back yard was small, neither was it very 
sunny, while opposite, between two rather 
widely spaced houses, was a good-sized 
plot unused, and unoccupied except by & 
few peach trees. This 60x70-foot plot rep 
resents the total area of his experiment, 
and every inch of it is ysed—just now al- 
most every inch of it is abloom. 

Overhead, supported by slender uprights 
and cross-pieces, -upbleached muslin is 

stretched, a little higher than his head. Be- 
neath, the whole spece is im chrysanthe- 
mums in gorgeous flower, chiefly the huge, 
deep old rose blooms with incurved petals, 
the great pale yellow Japanese “mums.” Be- 
sides these there are a few of the smaller 
Japanese with tawny and bronze tints. 

Mr. Allen grows flowers commercially. 
He does not have a nursery, so he grows 
only those varieties for which there is an 
assured market. Wires strung the length 
of the garden between threefoot stakes, 
hold the plants erect; the plants are one 
foot apart in the rows and the rows are 
spaced every eighteen inches. He sells 
his blooms readily and his customers come 
to him for them. 

Many people who banker to enter the 
business of growing flowers come and take 
notes on Mr. Allen's garden. Whether they 
actually make the venture or merely think 
they will and then procrastinate untik some 
other interesting possibility comes along, 
Mr. Allen does not know. In his opinion, 
some of the advantages of his plan are the 
small initial investment and the consequent- 
ly small risk; the decorative quality of his 
place more colorfyl than many 4 small 
park; the filling of a local demard without 
any long-distance hauling for the disposal 
of his product; the sideline feature with 
not excessive work and amch relaxation 
and interest. It is a hobby which. if it does‘ 
not succeed, Involves no great loss and 
which, if it does, man open a way for a 
pleasant and profitable whole-time occupa- 
tion in a business one loves.

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Looking Ahead 
T THIS period of the year it is custo 
mary to look over the past in retro 
spect, to make a few good resolutions, and 
then to peer into the future with a more or 
less prophetic eye. 

Considering the series of preceding dry 
seasons, Southern California came up in 
1926 with a crop production of amazing 
size, one that, generally #peaking, was 
above normal. Although prices did not 
range quite as high as in 1925, the in- 
creased production offset in a fairly liberal 
measure the somewhat lower figures re 
ceived. All in all, it has been a rather en- 
couraging year agriculturally, with a great 
er precipitation than for some years, with 
@ great bulk production and with remunera 
tive prices, in the main. But what of 19277 

We appear to be off to a running start. 
for already this winter the rainfall has been 
considerably greater than for several sea 
sons and the mountains are well blanketed 
with snow. Our growers feel optimistic and 
if the rest of the rainy season lives up to 
the measure set so far, there should be no 
cause for water worries. It would not be 
all surprising to us if the crop produc- 
of 1927 surpassed greatly that of any 
that has gone before. 

But a fly is apt to appear in the ointment 
when we come to sell what we grow. The 
marketing problem for Southern California 
farmers is complicated and when an at: 
tempt is made to study it, it divides into 
many parts. The deciduous fruit grower's 
problem is not identical with that of the 
truck gardener. For some, more intensive 
culture of present markets will be advisa- 
ble; for others the development of new 
ones may be best. 

Whether we grow cantaloupes or raise 
baby beef, the peril is in coming to a satis 
fied stop. We have not reached perfection 
in production, transportation or distribu- 
tion, and probably never will. Whenever we 
stand still we begin to go back.

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Much Revamped Produce Merchants’ 
Bill Ready for Legislature 


By ROSS H. GAST 


URING the past three months, several 

meetings have been held in San Fran- 

cisco and Los Angeles to discuss the 
new so-called produce merchants bill, 
written this year by the division of mar- 
kets, State Department of Agriculture, at 
the request of certain growers and gcrow- 
ers’ organizations in California and which 
will be introduced into the, Legislature in 
January. There has been some contro- 
versy, and there is more than one side te 
the question. The grower, whom the bill 
is designed to protect, and the commission 
merchant and shipper who are to be regu: 
lated, both can advance contentions of merit. 
The writers of the bill, Prof. R. L. Adams, 
and W. W. Bedford, chief and assistant 


Briefly, the bill as first written defines a 
“produce dealer,” makes it necessary that 
he take out a license, secure a bond to cov- 
er bankruptcy and fraud, and file a schedule 
of his commission charges. It also gives 
the director of agriculture certain powers 
in regulation, pertaining to investigation 
of complaifitse by growers, granting and re- 
vocation of license, and action on hand. 
The duties of the produce dealer are sisv 
stated, and penalties for violation of the 
provisions of the act are outlined. 


CO-OPERATIVE PROTEST 
The first meeting called to discuss the 
bill was held in San Francisco November 3.

Rice May Make Old-time 
Dream Come True 


By MAUDE A. JUMPER 

SHAFPTER.—In 1926. over 550 acres of 
rice were grown a few miles to the north- 
west of Shafter and Wasco, and grown at 
@ profit, too. Incidentally, the story of rice 
culture if Kern county has its elements of 
romance. 

More than twenty years ago a group of 
men formed a stock company, came into 
this district and bought up hundreds of 
acres of the “No Man's Land,” as it was then 
considered. They developed artesian water. 
which was plentiful in that day, named the 
tract “Miramonte Ranch” and «pent a smal! 
fortune in leveling it, putting up buildings 
and beginning agricultural activities. Doubt- 
less they had iridescent dreams of the fu- 


looked over the old Miramonte Ranch. 
They bought many hundreds of acres and 
subdivided, in large tracts. Wells were 
drilled and water developed and then rice 
was planted. Old-timers shook their heads 
and said rice wouldn't grow in that hard 
soll, but it did, the very first year. A good 
crop Wag produced the next year, and this 
year it deserves the adjective “bumper.” 

As the rice grew and ripened, ducks ar- 
rived by air route and duck clubs began to 
spring up on many of the tracts. Rice re- 
quires plenty of water, and its free use be- 
gan to wash out the alkali. 

Early in the season it was estimated that 
the 550 acres planted to rice would yield 
at the rate of forty sacks to the acre. The 
estimate just about hit the production. It « 
is stated that the harvest will pay a divi- 
dend over interest on the investment. It is 
expected to bring 4 cents a pound. 

Bert LaBatt, superintendent for Mr. Gil- 
bert, has been experimenting with the soil 
redeemed in part by rice. Lettuce and oth- 
er garden truck, equal to that grown in the 
lighter soils of the valley, have been pro- 


Proponents of the bill, and the “co-ops’ 
themselves, have resisted all efforts to place 
the latter under the regulations impose: 
by this law. Their chief argument i+ 
that the co-operative marketing associa 
tions are now carefully regulated by exist 
ing statutes. Also, in “other States, such 
laws exempt co-operatives. One ‘prominent 
proponent of the bill has stated the “co-op” 
viewpoint as follows: 


“The Federal nonprofit co-operative mar- 
keting law presumes a growers’ co-opera- 
tive has the same legal status as the indi- 
vidual. At least the member has the right 
to get the facts from his own employee who 
manages his business for him. If he can't, 
its up to him to get a new employee. Ill 
admit this is not practically possible in 
most instances where cooperatives have 
gone wrong, but the co-operative law refus- 
es to allow anyone to “butt in” and pro- 
tect him against his own poor judgment in 
hiring employees. To fix this, we should 
fix the co-operative marketing law itself, or 
enact a law to cover that particular phase 
of marketing in California.”

SAN BRRNARDINO.—-Lest winter tw 
ey-two growers connected with farm 
eenterse of Chino, San Bernardino Del Rosa 
aad Hinckiley-Marper Lake, agreed to estab 
lish demonstration plote of alfalfa. Of the 
22, fourteen actually applied fertilizing ma- 
terial last spring, and two others have 
done so the past fall. Acid phosphate was 
included on nearly all the plots. Sulphur, 
reported to have caused increased returns in 
Oregon, was tried, bat showed no beneficial 
results on any of the plots in this county. 
Stable manure gave excellent returns when 
properly used. Ammontum sulphate was 
tried tn two cases. One grower tried 
ground bone and another used gypsum. 

On the Kees ranch at Chino, with silty 
«layloam soil, acid phosphate increased the 
yeld 60 per cent on a two-year plot; am- 
monium sulphate and sulphur brought no in- 
crease. On the Beeraft and the Delphey 
ranches, Chino, fine sandy loam, acid phos 
phate gave no increase. On the Rockafield 
ranch, Chino, fine sandy loam, stable ma- 
top<dressed with spreader, increased 
the yield 50 per cent, and at the end of the 
year the stand was more vigorous. On the 
Grant ranch,.Chino, fine sandy loam, a good 
yield was procured with manure for three 
years, but the plot became weedy the fourth 
year and a summer fallow will be tried in 
1927. Gypsum on the P. M. McCain ranch, 
Chino, on heavy fine sandy loam, produced 
a marked increase in the yield. 

On the B. E. Barton ranch at Mill, sandy 
loam, and the Ed Stiles ranch, San Bernar- 
dino, clay loam, acid phosphite gave no 
increase, but it produced a good increase 
on sandy loam for H. B. McDaniel near the 
Barton ranch. Sulphur and acid phosphate 
brought no appreciable results on the R. C. 
Gerber dairy ranch, East Highlands. Acid 
phosphate brought great increases over un- 
fertilized checks on the E. R. Barton ranch 
at Harper Lake, but 600 pounds on four 
checks brought no greater returns than 300 
pounds on others. It is figured that the 
acid phosphate on this ranch produced an 
increase of 26 per cent. 

The E. he Seymour ranch, Hinckley, re-

Apiary Inspection Law 
Changes Indorsed 


The importance of the bee industry in 


geles Chamber of Commerce, co-operating 
with the Fraternal Homey Producers, a sub- 
sidiary organization of the California State 
Beekeepers’ Association entertained the 
State body at its annual convention in Los 
Angeles, December 9 to 11. There are estt- 
mated to be 2,500,000 colonies of bees in 
the State today; The commercial produc 
tion of honey for 2926 is placed in round 
numbers at 600 cars, each conteining 30,000 
pounds, which, conservatively valued, 
amounts to about $3,000,000. And the indt- 
rect value of bees as pollenizers of decidu- 
ous fruits and other crops is recognized to 
be greater than the direct *value of these 
useful insects as honey makers. 

These facts were brought out during the 
convention. The automobile, it was said, 
has revolutionised the honey business. _For- 
merly the aplary “stayed pat,” but with 
good roads and autos, the bee man nowa- 
days sometimes moves his colonies four 
times during the season, first to the orange 
groves, then to the sage in the foothills, 
then to alfalfa or bean fields, and some- 
times again to other sources of nectar.
